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Fuom The President 


Although this ‘report’ is being written January 23 for appearance in the 
March issue of the Michigan Librarian, it is in the nature of a summary. Its 

is to acquaint you with the ways and means already in progress, 
results of which may be in evidence by March 1. 

1. FINANCES. Always of importance and particularly this year, your 
Executive Board at its January 8th meeting recommended to the committee on 
Finance that it study the entire financial structure of MLA and report its find- 
ings and recommendations at the February 20th meeting of Executive Board. 

We are confident this committee will establish policies in line with ‘a forward 
jooking program for the future MLA.” 

2. COMMITTEE APPOINTMENTS. Your president is elated with the results of her pleasant but difficult 
job of appointing fellow members to working positions in the Association. You may be surprised to learn this 
job, begun early in July, 1952 is only now nearing completion. You can realize the ccmplexity of this one of 
many duties of your executive officer when you think in terms of just two factors, time and correspondence. Jt 
has taken six months in time, July to January for appointments to jell: more than 150 letters and notifications; 
5 long distance telephone calls and at least six telegrams to appoint and confirm approximately 130 members to 
positions on committees. There still remain about a dozen names to be added. We take pride in this long roster 
of Who's Who. We believe you will also. 

3. COMBINED MEETING of State Board for Libraries and the Executive Board of MLA. Both bodies viewed 
with satisfaction the programs presented at this meeting on January 9. Uppermost in the thinking of each 
group were the more or less grave concerns confronting all librarians. After a shert discussion of the separate 
agenda, there was a hearty concurrence of opinion on the four or five basic problems facing Michigan 
librarians which need immediate consideration. That stimulating discussion resulted in a specific four point 
program as follows. 1. State Aid and the need for action in this Legislative session. 2. Public Relations! Who 
are and what are the separate functions of (a) Michigan State Library (b) State Board for Libraries (c) Michi- 
gan Library Association. Which body dispenses state aid grants? Who certifies and sets standards? Which 
group aids you with personnel problems? These are questions asked repeatedly. Public relations needed? Yes 
What can be done? What needs to be done? 3. Recruiting and Membership. More than ever the need to 
bring talented people into the profession, and the urgent need to increase membership in MLA; to have the 
contribution of non-members to the overall MLA program. 4. Intellectual Freedom. What is the Bill of Rights for 
librarians? What about the Feenstra Bill? 

Thus the four point program evolved. It bears repeating. 

1. State Aid 
2. Public Relations 
3. Recruiting and Membership 
4. Intellectual Freedom 
To make it a truly vital and workable program . . . STUDY IT! DISCUSS IT! MEMORIZE IT! 

4, COUNCIL MEETING—January 16. Approximately one-third of the committee personnel, or forty-three 
committee chairmen representing committees, sections and districts met to discuss, define and activate the 
proposed four point program. This all day discussion of the objectives of the organization as related to the 
needs of the librarians of Michigan resulted in the following work program. A. The District meetings will 
contribute to the overall program with their discussion of the theme ‘The Library in a Free Community’. The 
dates for the meetings appear elsewhere in this issue. Arrange now to attend and contribute the ideas of your 
community to the genera! thinking. B. Recruiting and membership will initiate an all out drive, along alive 
and positive procedures. C. The planning Committee will work at ‘short range” this year. It will make a 
study of the duties and functions of all committees that better correlation of work may be accomplished with 
less expensive methods. This committee will present recommendations to the Executive Board for final ap- 
proval or further study. 

5. CONFERENCE PLANNING. An experiment will be tried this year in Conference Planning under the 
general leadership of Mr. William Chait. In addition to the “host library’ committee, Mr. Donald Kohlstedt 
and his staff of the Grand Rapids Public Library and adjoining library agencies, an advisory group has been 
appointed to represent committees, sections and districts. Now is the time for your individual voice in this plan- 
ning. This committee and your Executive Board urge you to send your suggestions for conference speakers, 
general sessions and other meetings to Mr. Chait immediately. It's your convention! 

CONCLUSION. The work accomplished by every yearly succession of officers and committees is much 
more than any 4-5 or 6 point program. Each year’s work encompasses many accomplishments barely visible 
to members. If in this process ‘‘of viewing the workings with a critical eye’, we succeed in streamlining 
organizational processes and establishing a foundation for carrying out future action programs more economi- 
cally, 1953 will be remembered in MLA, and not alone because it happened to be a Republican inauguration 
year. 
My sincere thanks to everyone.

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ArTICLE I—NAME 

The name of this Association shall be the 

Michigan Library Association. 
ArtIcLeE II—Opsject 

The object of the Association shall be to 
promote the library interests of the State of 
Michigan. 

ArticLe I[I—MempersHIpP 

Section 1. dctive Members. Any person 
interested in the object of the Association may 
become an active member upon payment of the 
dues provided for in the By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. Institutional Members. Libraries 
and other organizations interested in the work 
of the Association and approved by the Execu- 
tive Board may become institutional members 
of the Association upon payment of the dues 
provided for in the By-Laws. 

Sec. 3 Honorary Members. On nomination 
of the Executive Board, persons who have ren- 
dered important service to library interests 
may be elected honorary members. by a vote 
of the members present at any annual meeting 
of the Association. 

Sec. +. Retired Members. Persons who have 
been permanently retired from active library 
service may, on application, become members 
of the Association upon payment of the dues 
provided for in the By-Laws. 

Sec. 5. Suspension and Reinstatement. The 
membership of any individual or organization 
may be suspended by a two-thirds vote of the 
Executive Board. A suspended member may 
be reinstated by the unanimous vote of the 
Executive Board. 

Articte 1V—Orricers AND MANAGEMENT 

Section 1. Officers. The officers of the As- 
sociation shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President who shall be the president-elect, a 
Second Vice-President, a Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, who shall perform the duties per- 
taining to their respective offices and such 
other duties as may be approved by the Execu- 
tive Board. 


The officers shall be elected at each annual 
meeting of the Association and shall serve un- 
til the adjournment of the meeting at which 
their successors are chosen, except the Treas- 
urer, whose term of office shall coincide with 
the fiscal year.

Sec. 2. Executive Board. The administra. 
tion of the affairs of the Association shall be 
vested in the Executive Board which shalj 
consist of the officers of the Association, the 
retiring president, together with two member 
at large elected by the Association. The mem. 
bers at large shall be elected for a two year 
term, One member shall be elected each year 
excepting that in the first year following the 
adoption of this provision, two members ai 
large shall be elected. The candidate who re- 
ceives the highest number of votes in such 
election shall serve for two years, and the can- 
didate who receives the second highest number 
of votes shall serve for one year. 

The Executive Board shall conduct all busi- 
ness pertaining to the Association between 
annual and other meetings of the Association 
and shall perform such specific duties as may 
be given to it in the Constitution and By- 
Laws. 

The Executive Board shall have power to 
appoint agents or engage employees to carry 
on the work of the Association, and shall pro- 
vide for the compensation of such agents or 
employees. 

Sec. 3. Advisory Council. The chairman of 
districts, of sections, and of standing com- 
mittees shall constitute the Advisory Council 
of the Association. It shall meet with the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Association at least once 
a year, upon call of the President of the As 
sociation, for the puspose of co-ordinating 
plans and programs of action of the several 
functional units of the Association, 

ARTICLE V—MEETINGS 

Section 1. Annual Meeting. There shall be 
an annual meeting of the Association at such 
place and time as shall be determined by the 
Executive Board. 

Sec. 2. Special Meetings. Special meetings 
of the Association may be called by the Execu- 
tive Board and shall be called by the President 
on request of fifty members of the Association. 
One month’s notice shall be given and only 
business specified in the call shall be trans- 
acted. 


ArticLte VI—Districts 
Section 1. Organization and Membership. 
The state shall be divided into library dis 
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tricts, the boundaries of which may be fixed 
and/or changed by the Association at its an- 
nual meeting provided notice of the proposed 
change has been given in the call for the 
meeting. Membership in the district organi- 
zation shall not be limited to members of the 
Association. However, voting upon a matter 
pertaining solely to policies of the Association 
shall be limited to members of the Associa- 
tion. Each district shall have at least one 
meeting in the first six months of each calen- 
dar year. 

Sec. 2. Officers. Each district shall elect a 
Chairman, a Vice-Chairman who shall be 
chairman-elect, and a Secretary-Treasurer at 
such time and in such manner as shall be de- 
termined by a majority of the voting members 
of that district. The term of office shall begin 
with the adjournment of the spring meeting 
of each district and end with the adjournment 
of the next succeeding spring meeting, Only 
members of the Association shall be eligible 
for district offices. 

ArticLe VII—SeEctTIons 

Section 1. By petition to the Executive 
Joard any group of twenty or more members 
of the Association representing a field of ac- 
tivity in general distinct from those of exist- 
ing sections may organize a section upon 
recommendation of the Executive Board and 
upon vote of the Association at any annual 
meeting. Sections shall be composed only of 
Association members. The Association by a 
vote at its annual meeting may discontinue 
a section upon the recommendation of the 
Executive Board when in its opinion the use- 
fulness of that section has ceased. 

Sec. 2. Each section shall have autonomy 
in and responsibility for its own affairs and 
the expenditure of its funds subject to the re- 
strictions imposed by the Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Association. Each section may 
close its meetings to all but its own memters. 
It may have meetings at other times and 
places than the time and place of the annual 
meeting of the Association and shall elect its 
officers at such time and in such manner as 
shall be determined by a majority of the vot- 
ing members of that section, except that the 
term of office shall coincide with the elective 
year of the Association, beginning with the 
adjournment of the annual meeting of the 
Association and ending with the adjournment 
of the next succeeding annual meeting. In 
the event that the annual meeting of the As- 
sociation is held jointly with, or at the same 
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time and place as other library associations 
and no meeting of a section is held, the offi- 
cers of that section may hold office until the 
next annual meeting of the Association. 

Sec. 3. No authority is granted any section, 
district, board, or committee, except the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Association, to commit 
the Association as such by any declaration of 
policy or to incur expense on behalf of the As- 
sociation except on specific authorization from 
the Executive Board or by vote of the As- 
sociation at its annual meeting. 

ArticLE VIII—AFFILIATION wiTH A.L.A. 

Section 1. This Association shall become a 
chapter of the A.L.A. as provided in the By- 
Laws of the A.L.A. 

Sec. 2. Councilors to the A.L.A. shall be 
elected by the Association for the term of of- 
fice provided in the by-laws of the A.L.A. 
and shall take office at the close of the annual 
meeting of the MLA following their election. 
Councilors to the A.L.A. shall have the privi- 
lege of attending meetings of the Executive 
Board of the Michigan Library Association, 
but without the right of voting. 

Sec. 3. The President of the Association 
shall have the power to appoint substitutes for 
its regularly elected councilors if such coun- 
cilors cannot attend a meeting of the A.L.A. 
council, 


ArTICLE I1X—By-Laws 

Section 1. By-Laws may be adopted and 
amended by a majority vote of the members of 
the Association present at any annual business 
meeting of the Association upon a written rec- 
ommendation of the Executive Board or of a 
Committee on Constitution and By-Laws ap- 
pointed by the President. Any by-law may be 
suspended by a two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting at any meeting of the Association. 

ARTICLE X—AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a 
two-thirds vote of members present at any 
general session of any annual meeting of the 
Association, upon a written recommendation 
of a Committee on Constitution and By-Laws 
appointed by the President, provided that a 
copy of the proposed amendments be sent to 
each member of the Association or be pub- 
lished in the official organ of the Association 
at least three weeks previous to the meeting. 

BY-LAWS 
ArtTicLe I—DUuEs AND FEES 

Section 1. Active members. The annual

Sec. +. Unpaid Dues. Members whose dues 


are unpaid by March | of each year and who 
shall continue such delinquency for one month 
after notice of the same has been sent shall be 
dropped from membership. Lapsed members 
may be reinstated upon payment of dues for 
the current year. 

Sec. 5. _Registration, The Executive Board 
may fix a registration fee for all persons at- 
tending any meeting of the Association. 

ArticLeE II—MeEmpsersHip RIGHTS AND 

PRIVILEGES 

Section |. All members of the Association 
shall have the right to vote. An institutional 
member shall have one vote and must register 
with the Secretary the name of the person 
authorized to cast its official vote. If there 
shall be no such person designated or if at 
any meetings such person be not present, the 
vote may be cast by the chief executive offi- 
cer of such institution and no one else. All 
personnel members shall have the right to hold 
office. 

ArtTicLe I1I—QuoruMm 

Section |. Fifty members shall constitute a 
quorum of the Association for the transaction 
of business. 

ArTICLE I[V—NoMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 

Section 1. Nominating Committee. The 
President of the Association shall appoint not 
later than three months after the last annual 
meeting, a committce consisting of one repre- 
sentative from each of the several districts to 
nominate candidates for the elective: positions 


of the Association. The names of the members 
of the committee shall be published in the firs 
number of the official organ of the Association 
issued after the beginning of the calendar year 
in order that members of the Association may 
have opportunity to send recommendations fo; 
nominations to the Committee. 

Sec. 2. Nominations. The Nominating 
Committe shall nominate two or more candi. 
dates for each elective office to be filled at the 
next election, 

The Nominating Committee shall report 
nominations to the Secretary not less than six 
months prior to the annual meeting. Nomi- 
nations shall be published by the Secretary in 
the June issue of the official organ of the As. 
sociation. 

Nominations other than those by the Noni- 
nating Committee, signed by not less than ten 
members of the Association, shall be filed with 
the Secretary not less than three months be. 
fore the annual meeting and must be accom 
panied by written consent of the nominee, 

Sec. 3. Elections. Elections to elective posi- 
tions for the Association shall be made by mail 
vote in such manner as the Executive Board 
shall determine. The candidate receiving the 
largest number of votes shall be elected. In 
case of a tie vote the successful candidate shall 
be determined by lot. 


ARTICLE V—VACANCIES 

Section 1. Elective Positions. Appointments 
to fill vacancies in elective positions of the 
Association (except in the office of President) 
shall be made by the Executive Board for the 
duration of the term of office, when that term 
is not more than one year. When the term ex- 
ceeds one year, appointments shall be made 
until the next annual meeting. 

A vacancy in the office of President shall be 
filled for the remainder of the term by the 
First Vice-President. This succession shall 
not prevent a person who succeeds to the presi- 
dency because of a vacancy, from serving his 
normal term as president the next year as is 
provided in the Constitution. 

If vacancies occur in the offices of President 
and First Vice-President within the same 
term, the Executive Board shall elect as Presi- 
dent one of the members of the Executive 
Board for the remainder of the term. When 
a regular election is held, a President and a 
First Vice-President shall be elected. 

Sec. 2. Committee Appointments. Ap 


pointments to fill vacancies on a committee 
of the Association shall be made by the Pres 
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dent unless otherwise provided in the By- 
Laws. re. 

Sec. 3. Districts. A vacancy in the office 
of Chairman shall be filled for the remainder 
of the term by the Vice-Chairman. A va- 
cancy in the office of Vice-Chairman shall 
continue until the next annual meeting, 

If vacancies occur in the offices of Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman within the same term, 
the President of the Association shall appoint 
a temporary chairman, subject to the approval 
of the Executive Board, to serve for the re- 
mainder of the term. When a regular elec- 
tion is next held, a Chairman and a Vice- 
Chairman shall be elected. 

In the event of a vacancy in the office of 
Secretary-Treasurer, the District Chairman 
shall make an appointment for the unexpired 
term, 

ArTICLE VI—FINANCES 

Section 1. The power to administer the 
funds of the Association shall be vested in the 
Executive Board: It shall reimburse officers, 
sections, districts, and committees for expendi- 
tures for work of the Association which have 
been authorized by the Executive Board or by 
vote of the Association at its annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer shall keep a record 
ot all funds of the Association, shall disburse 
the funds only on the authorization of the 
Executive Board or by vote of the Associa- 
tion at its annual meeting, and shall pay such 
bills as are approved and countersigned by the 
President. At each annual business meeting 
of the Association, the Treasurer shall pre- 
sent a report covering the condition of the fi- 
nances at that time and shall present to the 
Executive Board a final report immediately 
following the end of the fiscal year. This re- 
port shall be published in the official organ of 
the Association in the first issue of each calen- 
dar year. The Treasurer shall be bonded and 
the premium paid by the Association. 

Sec. 3. An audit of the funds of the As- 
sociation shall be made within two weeks be- 
fore the annual meeting, and a written report 
shall be submitted by the auditors at the busi- 
ness session of each annual meeting. Immedi- 
ately following the close of the fiscal year an 
audit of the funds of the Association shall be 
made and the report of the auditors published 
in the official organ of the Association in the 
first issue of each calendar year. 

Article VII—ComMiIrtreEs 

Section 1. Standing Committees. The 

President shall appoint subject to the approv- 
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al of the Executive Board, the following stand- 
ing committees: Legislative, Membership, 
Planning, Public Relations, Publications, 
Salary, Staff and Tenure, and Scholarship. 

Members of standing committees shall be 
appointed by the President to serve for over- 
lapping terms of two years each and may be 
reappointed for a second consecutive term 
but not for a third. On the first appoint- 
ments following the adoption of this article, 
the President shall designate the length of 
the terms of the appointments so that terms 
of half the members of each committee, as 
nearly as may be, shall expire each year. 

Sec. 2. Special Committees. The President 
may appoint special committees subject to the 
approval of the Executive Board. The term 
of appointment for members of special com- 
mittees shall be for one year. 

Sec. 3. The President shall serve as an 
ex officio member of all committees. 


ArticLe VIII—Pvustications 

Section 1. Publications Committee. All 
publications of the Association shall be the 
responsibility of the Publications Committee 
whose activities shall be subject to authoriza- 
tion and approval of the Executive Board. It 
shall consist of five members chosen to repre- 
sent, as far as possible, the various types of 
activities of the Association, with the Editor 
and Business Manager of the official organ 
as additional members, ex officio. 

Sec. 2. Official Organ. The Michigan 
Librarian shall be the official organ of the As- 
sociation and shall be sent to all members of 
the Association in good standing. There shall 
be an Editor appointed by the President upon 
the advice of the Publications Committee and 
with the approval of the Executive Board. A 
Business Manager shall be appointed by the 
President upon the advice of the Editor and 
with the approval of the Executive Board. 
The term of office of the Editor and the Busi- 
ness Manager shall be two calendar years, be- 
ginning with the uneven years. The Editor 
and Business Manager shall be invited to at- 
tend meetings of the Executive Board. 

ArTIcLE 1X—OrrFiciAL YEARS 

Section 1. Membership Year. The mem- 
bership year of the Association shall be the 
calendar year. 

Sec. 2. Fiscal Year. The fiscal year of 
the Association shall be the calendar year. 

Sec. 3. Elective and A ppointive Year. The 


term of office for elective and appointive posi- 
tions of the Association filled annually shall be 









the period beginning with the adjournment of 
the annual meeting and ending with the ad- 
journment of the next succeeding annual 
meeting, except that the term of office of the 
Treasurer shall coincide with the fiscal year 
and that the term of office of Councilors to 
the A.L.A. shall be as provided in the By- 
Laws of the A.L.A. Terms of office for elec- 
tive positions occupied longer than one year 
shall be calculated from the adjournment of 
the annual meeting. The term of office of 
the Editor and Business Manager of The 
Michigan Librarian shall be two calendar 
years beginning with the uneven years. 
ArTICLE X—RULES OF ORDER 

Section 1. The rules contained in Rodert’s 
Rules of Order shall govern the Association 
in all cases to which they are applicable and 
in which they are not inconsistent with the 
Constitution and By-Laws. 

ArTIcLE XI—AssocIATION RECORDS 

Section 1. Official Papers. The official 
papers of the Michigan Library Association 
shall consist of all the documents, correspon- 
dence and memoranda in the files of the Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer. These files 
shall be kept in order and intact and each year 
passed on to the respective incoming officers. 
As soon as expedient after the effective date 
of this provision and each year thereafter, the 
officers of the Association shall meet and se- 
lect such documents, correspondence, and 
memoranda as are of historical importance 
and value. These shall be deposited with the 
Michigan Historical Collections at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in accordance with the 
agreement made therewith on October 4, 
1941, provided, however, that the complete 
files of the President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer for the three years immediately preceding 
such annual meeting shall be retained by the 
respective officers. It is further provided that 
in determining the material to be so deposited 
the President who was in office during the 
year in which the material accumulated shall 
meet with the aforesaid officers to determine 
the importance thereof. 

Sec. 2. Business Records. At the close of 
each Association year the chairman and secre- 
tary of each standing committee, special com- 
mittee, section and district shall, as soon as 
possible, turn over to the Secretary of the 
Association all files pertaining to their re- 
spective offices. The Secretary shall thereupon 
transmit these files to the incoming chairman 
and secretary of the aforesaid committees, sec- 


tions and districts; provided, however, thy 
any material which the officers of the associa. 
tion shall judge of historical importance anj 
value and which is no longer necessary to the 
activities of the Association shall be deposited 
with the official papers of the Association jp 
accordance with Section | of this Article.

| Seaze tid Recommendation 


The Interim Study Committee and the 
Legislative Committee of M.L.A. joined the 
State Aid Committee of the State Board for 
Libraries at a meeting Monday, January 26, 
at the Detroit Public Library. This meeting 
was called by the President Miss Frances 
Burnside to consider the opinions expressed at 
the fall district meetings on possible revision 
of the present state aid law and to make re- 
commendations based on these discussions. 

The group moved to recommend that Sec. 
3a (c) of the distribution formula be revised 
to read as follows: ‘If there shall remain any 
unused portion of said county and regional li- 
brary establishment and development fund, 
said portion shall be transferred to the juris- 
diction of the state board for libraries and 
used at its discretion for purposes of encour- 
aging the federation and cooperation of li- 
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braries and of demonstrating regional library 
service.” 

This revision will return a form of equali- 
zation to areas of the state not now financially 
atle to give broad library service. There will 
be an attempt to provide incentives for librar- 
ies to cooperate in extending their services as 
well as demonstrations of bookmobile service. 
This committee is now preparing a rough 
draft of a completely new state aid distribu- 
tion formula. Copies of this draft will be sent 
to each library in the state prior to the spring 
district meetings. Time will be devoted at each 
of the meetings for discussion of the proposals, 
so that a satisfactory bill may be presented to 
our state legislature.

Your Help Requested 


The Children’s Bureau ot the Federal Se- 
curity Agency is sponsoring a Special Juvenile 
Delinquency Project which will attempt. to 
focus attention on the gravity of the present 
situation and to stimulate local action aimed 
at improving services for delinquent children. 
Since 1948, juvenile courts in various parts ot 
the country have reported to the Bureau that 
the number of children coming to them be- 
cause of delinquent acts has increased almost 20 
percent. Dr. Martha M. Eliot, Chief of the 
Children’s Bureau, has appealed to all librari- 
ans to join in a nation-wide campaign aimed 
at preventing juvenile delinquency and offer- 
ing better treatment of those children who 
have become delinquent. 

‘There are two major ways in which librari- 
ans can help. The first is by effectively helping 
to inform the public by making reading ma- 
terials on the subject available to interested 
groups, by sponsoring discussion groups and 
by arranging special exhibits. Vo assist librari- 


ans in this the ALA and the Children’s Buy 
eau are jointly compiling a selective, annota- 
ted, bibliography of books, pamphlets, films 
and magazine articles on juvenile delinquency, 
When this list is available, we will put a note 
in the Newsletter. Second, Librarians are ep- 
couraged to become a part of the local citizen's 
committees which will engage in this cam.

Graduate Program 
For School Librarianshife 


The Department of Librarianship, Western 
Michigan College of Education, Kalamazoo, 
has established a new graduate program tor 
the preparation of school librarians effective 
with the opening of the 1953 Summer Session. 
Students with ten semester hours of Library 
Science and fifteen semester hiurs in Education 
may apply for admission to the program. To 
become a candidate for the Master of Arts 
degree, the student will also need to meet the 
requirements of the Graduate Division. 

The graduate program in school librarian- 
ship provides a combination of related courses 
in the fields of Education and Library Science. 
Klectives from other departments are based 
on the previous work of the individual student. 
Students who have earned more than 18 
semester hours of Library Science credit at the 
undergraduate level are urged to take six to 
eight semester hours of work in related fields 
and those who have earned Icss than 18 semes- 
ter hours of Library Science at the under- 
vraduate level must take enough additional 
work in Library Science to total 30 semester 
hours. Each student’s program will be devel- 
oped according to his needs. If a candidate for 
the master’s degree chooses, he may present a 
thesis in lieu of 6 semester hours of class work. 
Opportunity tor research in the school library 
field and for observation of and participation 
in school library activities is provided through 
the school libraries of the Campus School and 
the affiliated schools of Western Michigan 
College of Education. 

The undergraduate program for school |: 
brarianship has been revised and provides a 
minor which with the cognate courses in Lit- 
erature for Children, Audio-Visual Education 
and Field Work prepares the student to meet 
the requirements of the North Central Associ 
ation for school library positions in the smaller 
schools. 

The graduate courses to be offered in the 
1953 Summer Session are Reading Interests 
of Youth, 402; Curriculum Enrichment Ma- 
terials, 405; and a Workshop in Administra- 








tive Problems of School Libraries, +61 which 
will be concentrated in a period of two weeks 
July 6 through July 18th and which carries 
two semester hours of credit. Advance registra- 
tion is urged because enrollment in the Work- 
shop will be limited.
